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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Independent claims 1 and 14, and by implication, 
all depending claims thereof, are ambiguous with respect to the "second imaging system". According to their present language, claims 1 
and 14 can be interpreted such that: 1) the transmitting component is located on the intermediate plane, which is contrary to arrangement 
shown in the figures, 2) the second imaging system is located on the intermediate plane and is imaging light therefrom, or 3) the light 
emitted is focused from the intermediate plane onto the waveguide end face. The third alternative is occuring in Muller, as the light is 
passing through/by a receiving component located on an intermediate plane in the same manner claimed and shown by applicant in the 
figures (at least figs. 1-3). An amendment to the claims in order to remedy this ambiguity is suggested. 
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
